With a world food shortage this year, you’ll be wise to grow your own vegetables. It’s 
interesting and healthful, too, not to speak of the supply of nourishing food at little cost. 
But it’s not all fun. To succeed use good soil in the sun, plan weil, and carefully select your 
varieties. Keep your crops free from weeds and well cultivated. But most important of all, 
plant the best seeds, for good vegetables do not grow from poor seeds.

ASPARAG U S One ounce will produce 300 plants Pkt. 10c; oz. 30c 


For heavy yields in May and June each year keep the soil fertile. Don’t cut stalks until the third year. 


Mary Washington Rustproof. Large, vigorous, straight, dark green shoots tinged with purple, of extra fine 
quality. Immune to asparagus rust. Grow roots in close rows, and transplant the next year to the prepared bed. 


BEANS 


Dust or spray the underside of Jeaves each week with rotenone before the bean beetles get started. 


DWARF GREEN-PODDED BEANS One pound sows 100 ft. All, pkt. 10¢; Yelb. 30c; Ib. 55c; 5 Ibs. $2.25 
Limited plantings every 10 to 14 days from May to August will provide fresh beans all season. 
Black Valentine Stringless. (53 days.) Medium-sized plants with a large yield of nearly straight, 6-inch, green 
pods of rounded cross section. These are entirely stringless and tender. Does best in a rather heavy soil. 


Bountiful. (48 days.) The heaviest yielding flat-podded variety with sturdy bushes and light green, somewhat 
' curved, 6%-inch stringless pods, in clusters which are easy to pick. Thrives mm any garden.soil. Sec \ 


Dwarf Horticultural. (54 days.) Grown either for snapbeans or for shelling green, this produces a large number of Wax Beans y 
nearly stringless, slightly curved, 5-inch round pods of deep green turning to yellow speckled with carmine blotches. , 


Longreen (Tendergreen Long Pod). (52 days.) Strong, prolific bushes with round, straight, deep green, 7-inch pods 
of extra fine quality and absolutely stringless. It has-replaced Tendergreen as Longreen pods are one inch longer. 


Plentiful. (50 days.) Vigorous, highly productive, large bushes with dark green, flat, straight, 61-inch pods which 
are entirely stringless and of fine quality. Resistant to bean rust but not the best for canning. 


DWARF WAX-PODDED BEANS One pound sows 100 ft. All, pkt. 10c; 14Ib. 30c; Ib. 55c; 5 Ibs. $2.25 
Cultivate beans only when the plants are dry. For best quality pick before they reach full size. 


Sure Crop Wax. (53 days.) Straight, flat, deep yellow, 61-inch pods, brittle and stringless, in great numbers on 
large, vigorous bushes. These beans are highly rust-resistant and of extra fine quality and flavor. 


Unrivalled Wax. (50 days.) The plants are medium-sized and bear enormous early crops of translucent, pale 
yellow, half round, slim, slightly curved, 54%-inch pods of extra fine flavor and tenderness. 


GREEN POLE BEANS One pound will plant 100 hills Pkt. 10c; 4Ib. 30c; Ib. 55c; 5 Ibs. $2.25 
For hills, set rough 7-foot poles every 2 or 3 feet and plant 6 beans around each, thinning to 3 plants. 


Kentucky Wonder. (65 days.) The round, light green, deeply creased pods, 7 to 9 inches long are stringless when 
young and of high quality. The vines-are very vigorous and produce heavily throughout the season. 


BUSH LIMA BEANS One pound will plant 100 feet Each, pkt. 15c; 14Ib. 40c; Ib. 70c; 5 Ibs. $3 
Plant 2 or 3 seeds, with eye down, every 10 inches in the row and Jater thin to one plant. 

Baby Fordhook. (66 days.) Erect, branching, vigorous, 18-inch plants with a large yield of 214-1nch pods each 

holding 3 or 4 small plump green limas of fine flavor and quality. Excellent for both canning and freezing. 


Fordhook 242. (75 days.) Somewhat spreading well foliaged plants with a heavy yield of 314 to 4-inch, uniform, 
slightly curved pods, each holding 3 to 4 light green beans of excellent quality. Sets well even in hot weather 


POLE LIMA BEANS One pound will plant 100 hills Each, pkt. 15c; %lb. 40c; Ib. 70c; 5 Ibs. $3 
These yield more limas than the bush varieties in the same space but are later in maturing. 


Challenger. (92 days.) Vigorous, productive vines that climb well. The straight, smooth, 4 to 5-inch pods, in great 
number, contain 4 to 6 large, thick beans of light green color. They are of good flavor and quality. 

King of the Garden. (88 days.) The extra large pods, produced in great abundance through the season, are broad, 
flat, smooth, 6 inches long and hold 4 to 5 large, flat, greenish white beans of excellent quality.

Bush Lima Beans 


BEETS One ounce will sow 50 feet Each, pkt. 10c; oz. 25c; 4Ib. 65c; Ib. $1.75 
Sow April 1st and May 1st. For fall, and winter storage sow June and July. Use when 134 inches across. 


Detroit Dark Red. (63 days.) Smooth, uniform, globe roots with small tap root. As the red-veined, green tops 
hold well in hot weather, use it for late summer and fall crop. Dark red flesh 1s sweet and tender. 

Early Wonder. (58 days.) The best for early planting with small tops and smooth slightly flattened-globe roots of 
great uniformity. The flesh is deep purplish-red, sweet and of excellent quality. 


BROCCOLI % ounce will produce 500 plants Pkt. 15c; Moz. 30c; oz. 90¢ 


Seed started indoors in March and outdoors in early July gives a Jong cutting season up to killing frost. 


Italian Green Sprouting Calabresi. (60 days from plants.) After cutting the center head of tight, blue-green 
flower buds, the 214-foot plants throw side branches with smaller heads. All are tender and of very delicate flavor. 









a, BRUSSELS SPROUTS % ounce will produce 60 plants Pkt. 15c; 140z. 40c; oz. $1.25 


Cut lower leaf stalks off when sprouts start forming at their base. Frost greatly improves their flavor. 


i like heads at its base. The sprouts are fine when 11% inches across. The fall crop is best. 


CABBAGE % ounce will produce 500 plants All, pkt. 10c; oz. 30¢; oz. 90c 


For cabbage at its best grow it in your garden. When fresh it is more tender and milder in flavor. 


Golden Acre, Super. (66 days from plants.) The firm, round 5-inch heads are very uniform. As the plants are com= 
pact space them a foot apart in row. This is the best of all the early varieties. 

Marion Market. (75 days from plants.) This, started with Golden Acre Super, lengthens the cabbage season. The 
plants, spaced 15 inches apart, will form round,-deep, solid 6-inch: heads of extra quality. 

Danish Roundhead, Short Stem. (100 days from plants.) For kraut and winter storage, this is unexcelled. The 
flattened-globe shaped, hard, 7 14-inch heads keep well. Space the plants 2 feet apart. 

Perfection Drumhead Savoy. (88 days from plants.) Medium. compact plants with crimped or savoyed, olive 
green leaves. The 8-inch heads are rounded and firm. The finest flavored of all cabbages. Space 18 inched apart. 

Red Acre. (74 days from plants.) The plants, small, compact, and short-stemmed, can be spaced 15 inches apart. 
The very hard, deep red, round, 7-inch heads are uniform in shape and color. This is the earliest red variety.

CARDOON VY, ounce will produce 100 plants Pkt. 15c; Moz. 35c; oz. 90e 
The blanched, fleshy leaf stalks are tender when cooked for winter use. Space plants 18 inches apart. 
Spanish. (5 months.) Sow in May; transplant to rows 3 feet apart. In fall blanch by tying up the gray-green leaves, 


EG ARROTS One ounce will sow 100 feet All, pkt. 10c; oz. 35ce; 4Ib. $1 


If you do not have a sandy loam mix sharp sand through the soil, 8 inches deep, in your carrot rows. 


Chantenay Half-Long. (70 days.) Deep red-orange, tapered roots, 514 inches long, 214 inches across at the top 
and stump-rooted. The flesh is fine grained and nicely flavored. Use this if your soil is not deep. 

Chantenay Long. (70 days.) Like Chantenay Half-Long in all respects except that the tops are shorter and the 
roots 61% to 7 inches long. This yields more carrot per row. Fine to sow in July for winter storage. 

Imperator. (77 days.) The slightly tapered, smooth 8-inch roots are 134 inches across at the sloping shoulders and 
have a semi-blunt end. The flesh 1s deep solid orange all through, brittle tender and sweet. 

Nantes XXX. (66 days.) The finest quality of all. Small tops with 6-inch, smooth, cylindrical roots, 114 inches 
across and blunt ended. The bright orange flesh is unusually tender and sweet. Delicious when eaten raw.

Nantes XXX Carrot The finest easily blanched, early yellow variety with sturdy plants, full hearts and crisp, tender stalks of fine flavor.

To head in cool weather sow during July to stand a foot or more apart. Delicious when served as a salad. 


Special Narrow Head. (70 days.) Solid, tapered cylindrical heads 15 to 18 inches tall and 4 to 5 inches across which, 
when cut are fully blanched, crisp, and of delicious flavor. Keep well in storage for over two months. 


COLLARDS One ounce will sow 200 feet Pkt. 10c; oz. 20c; 4 Ib. 50¢ 
Cabbage flavored, green leaves valued for Vitamin C content. Grows well in heat and poor soils. 
Georgia. (75 days.) Clusters of tender, cabbage leaves at the top of 21% to 3-foot stems. At its best after frost. 


CORN, SWEET 


Grow corn this year. Picked and served within an hour or two it’s much superior to what you buy. 


NEW HYBRID VARIETIES One pound will plant 300 hills All, pkt. 15c; 4%4Ib. 40c; Ib. 70c; 5 Ibs. $3 
Several hybrid varieties planted all at one time will provide fine sweet corn throughout the season. 
Golden Rocket. (68 days.) This new variety is sweet and has such superior quality that it has taken the place of 
Spancross. The 8-inch, 10 to 14-rowed, bright yellow ears are produced on stalks 51% to 6 feet high. 


Marcross C13.6. (71 days.) The 5-foot stalks produce 7-inch, 10 to 14-rowed golden yellow ears well filled to the 
tip. The eating quality ts good. It is highly disease-resistant, over 85 per cent of the ears are perfect. 

Carmelcross. (74 days.) The deep yellow, 12 to 14-rowed, 8-inch ears come on stalks 514 feet high. The table 
quality is excellent and the flavor is sweet. This is very highly disease-resistant. 

Lincoln. (83 days.) A top-rank, bright yellow hybrid with well-filled, tapering, 12 to 16-rowed ears, 8 inches long 
and 2 inches in diameter of good quality. The vigorous well-foliaged stalks are 61% to 7 feet high. 


Golden Cross Bantam. (86 days.) The 8-inch, 10 to 14-rowed yellow ears are uniform and of the very highest 
eating quality and sweetness. The 6 to 614-foot sturdy stalks have broad dark leaves. Highly resistant. 


Narrow Grain Evergreen. (91 days.) This fine white hybrid has very high eating quality. The 8-inch ears are 
uniformly tapered, with 18 to 22 rows of quite narrow, deep, white kernels. The stalks grow 8 feet high. 


OPEN POLLINATED One pound will plant 200 hills All, pkt. 10c; 14]b. 30c; Ib. DOCH Ibs. $2.25 

These, still used by some home gardeners, yield over a longer period as they mature quite unevenly. 

Golden Bantam. (82 days.) The ears, 71% inches long with 8 to 10 rows of golden yellow, sweet kernels are pro- 
duced on stalks 51% feet high. The ears of this strain are larger than the original. 


Whipple’s Yellow. (87 days.) A fine corn in its day with 7 to 8 inch, golden yellow ears having 12 to 14 rows 
of fairly deep sweet kernels. The stalks grow 6 feet high and frequently bear two ears. 


Country Gentleman. (92 days.) Of wide reputation this has 8-inch ears of deep, slender, white kernels, set 
irregularly without row formation, very tender and sweet. The 7-foot stalks often bear two ears. 


MINIATURE SWEET CORN PAt. plants 50 feet of row Pkt. 40c; 3 pkts. for $1 
Make several plantings of this delicious midget corn at 10-day intervals in rows. 


Golden Midget. (60 days.) The dwarf 3-foot plants bear tender, sweet ears just over 4 inches long, many with two 
or more ears to the stalk. Plant closely in rows anywhere in the garden as they do not shade other plants.

CORN SALAD One ounce will sow 35 feet Pkt. 10c; 14oz. 20c; oz. 45c; 14Ib. $1.25 


Sow 6 inches apart in rows 2 feet apart in early spring or in September for wintering over. 
Broad Leaf. (45 days.) Rosettes of tender leaves used in winter and early spring in mixed salads as it lacks piquancy. 


CUCUMBERS One ounce will plant 50 hills All, pkt. 10c; oz. 35c; Ib. $1 
Dust the plants from start to maturity with Bordeaux against disease and Rotenone against beetles. 
Cubit. (60 days.) A prolific, white-spined variety with cylindrical blunt-ended, smooth fruits, 8 inches long and 2 
inches across, with very small seed cavity. The color is unusually dark green. Fine for slicing. 

Longfellow. (72 days.) Long, slender, dark green fruits which are perfect when 10 inches long and 2 inches across 
but mature 2 inches longer. They are very smooth and even and have nice dark green color. 

Marketer. (65 days.) Very vigorous prolific vines with a heavy yield of uniform, 8 by 24-inch fruits, slightly 
tapered at each end. The intense dark green color carries right down to the blossom end. 

National Pickling. (55 days.) The vines are productive with a large crop of uniformly shaped, dark green, black- 
spined fruits 6 by 214 inches when full grown, and full ended. They hold the dark color well. 

Straight-8. (65 days.) These white spined fruits are cylindrical, 8 inches long and 11% inches across and well 
rounded at both ends. They are deep green and free from striping. The vines are quite productive. Maricter 
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DANDELION 14, ounce will sow 50 feet 


Sow the Thick Leaf variety in August; winter it over for use in early spring as it is a hardy perennial. 






Italian (Ciccoria catalogna). (65 days.) : Pkt. nears a 25c; oz. 60c 
After the main stalk is cut the plant produces numerous sprouts. These, cut at intervals, are used for greens. 

Thick Leaf. (95 days.) : : Pkt. 10c; 44oz. 35c; oz. $1 

Forms a compact, upright tuft of very thick, deep green Ieaves. These are quite easily blanched for use in salads. 
EGGPLANT One packet will produce 50 plants Pkt. 15c; 144o0z. 30c; oz. 90e 

Delay setting the plants out in the garden until late May. They thrive best in a light rich, warm soil. 
White Boston Black Beauty. (80 days from plants.) Sturdy, branching plants each with 4 to 6 black-purple fruits, heavy at base.

ENDIVE One ounce will sow 150 feet Each, pkt. 10c; oz. 30c; 4Ib. 75¢ 


When nearly full grown blanch by tying outer leaves over center or placing board flat along row. 


Full Heart Batavian (Escarolle). (90 days.) Round, 12-inch plants; dark green, broad leaves with curled edges. 
Mammoth Bordeaux Curled. (95 days.) Large 18-inch plants, with finely cut and curled leaves and green midribs. 


) HERBS 


These thrive best in a sunny location where the soil is well drained and not too rich. 





Great Lakes Lettuce 


Basil, Sweet Pkt. 15c; lgoz. 25c; oz. 75c 
A compact annual, 12 inches high with bright green, broad, aromatic leaves used for seasoning. 

Dill, Mammoth Pkt. 10c; oz. 25c; Y4Ib. 75c 
This feathery-leaved, 214-foot annual produces aromatic seed clusters used in Dill pickles. 

Fennel, Florence (Finnochio). (85 days.) Pkt. 10c; oz. 35c; Wb. $1 
Bulb-like base with numerous branching 2 14-foot leaf-stalks and dense feathery aromatic foliage. 

Sage, Broad Leaf Pkt. 15c; Woz. 40c; oz. $1.15 
Hardy perennial. Upright, 15-inch plants with gray-green aromatic leaves of pungent flavor used for seasoning. 

Savory, Summer Pkt. 15c; Woz. 35c; oz. $1 
A very fragrant annual, 18 inches high with a piquant flavor. The leaves and tips are used for flavoring. 

Sweet Marjoram Pkt. 15c; Yoz. 40c; oz. $1.15 
A bushy, 2-foot tender perennial. Must be treated as an annual. The fragrant leaves are used for seasoning. 

Thyme, Broad Leaf Pkt. 15c; Woz. 50c; oz. $1.50 


This 10-inch, hardy perennial has aromatic leaves which are very popular for seasoning. 


K ALE One ounce will sow 200 feet Pkt. 10c; oz. 30c; 14Ib. 90e 
For fall, winter and early spring greens sow the seed about June 15. Frost greatly improves the flavor. 
Green Curled Dwarf Scotch. (60 days.) Very hardy, 15 inch plants, 30 inches across with finely curled leaf plumes. 


KOHLRABI One ounce will sow 200 feet Pkt. 10c; Yoz. 20c; oz. 45c; Ib. $1.35 
If pulled when the bulbs are 2 inches or Jess in diameter, cubed and boiled this has a delightful flavor. 
White Vienna, Short Leaf. (55 days.) Small plants with leaf stems growing out of round, pale green bulbs.

LEEK One ounce will sow 100 feet Each, pkt. 10c; 140z. 25c; oz. 60c; 141b. $2 
Sow direct in, or transplant to trenches 6 inches deep; fill in as plants grow. This blanches the stem. 


American Flag. (135 days.) The 8 to 10-inch stems, 114 inches across, are sensitive to cold and used for late summer. 
Giant Italian. (150 days.) This hardy, long keeper is best for fall and winter crop. Stems often 3 inches thick. 


LETTUCE 


Everyone should grow Lettuce, high in Vitamin A. Salads are good for you. Grow quickly in rich soil. 


HEAD LETTUCE 1% ounce will produce 500 plants 
Start seed very early and set plants out, or thin to, 10 inches apart. They will head before hot weather. 


Great Lakes. (83 days.) ‘ 2 Pkt. 10c; Yoz. 25c; oz. 65c 
Medium-green, heavy ribbed leaves forming solid, crisp, “Iceberg” heads which resist hot weather better than any 
other. Sure heading.

Romaine, Trianon Cos. (70 days.) Pkt. 10c; oz. 30c; Y4Ib. 85c 
Best started mid-July. Long, concave, broad-ribbed, crimped, light green leaves forming compact solid heads. 12 

Green Curled inches high. 
Dwarf Scotch Kale White Boston, N. J. Special. (76 days.) Pkt. 10c; 0z. 30c; lb. 85e 


Smooth, plain edged, light green, tender leaves forming tightly folded, “‘Butterhead’”’ type heads, with buttery, 
yellow hearts.

Successive sowings give a continuous supply. Use every other plant, leaving room for the rest to grow. 


Black-Seeded Simpson. (45 days.) _ ; Pkt. 10c; oz. 30c; Ylb. 85c 
Large, compact plants with broad, frilled, light green, curly, crisp leaves. After picking leaves, new leaves grow. 

Bronze Beauty. (40 days.) : ; Pkt. 20c; Yoz. 45c; oz. $1.35 
Loose head with Oak Leaf shaped green leaves tipped with ruddy bronze. It shows unusual resistance to hot weather. “ 

Grand Rapids. (42 days.) : ‘ Pkt. 10c; oz. 30c; M%Ib. 85c 
Large, compact, upright plants.with light green leaves, having waved, frilled edges. Hardy, disease resistant. 


Oak Leaf. (40 days.) : : Pkt. 15c; Yoz. 25c; oz. 75c 
Semi-heading, with medium green, small oak-like Ieaves. Stands heat very well. Always “buttery” and sweet. 


MANGEL One ounce will sow 50 feet Pkt. 10c; oz. 20c; 14Ib. 60c

ASTER 


Few flowers make a better show im the fall than Asters. They are among the most popular fall annuals 
grown and justly so, because of their ease of culture, season of bloom and lasting qualities, both in the 
garden and as cut-flowers. For early bloom start seed in March, no earlier, or in a greenhouse one 
month before they are to be transplanted, using sterilized soil. A 55 to 60-degree temperature is best 
to maintain growth. Water carefully to prevent overcrowded seedlings standing wet overnight. 
Aster seed may be sown direct m the garden bed after May 1. 


WILT-RESISTANT STRAINS 


Highly resistant strains again make possible the successful growing of Asters. Do not confuse ‘“‘Aster-wilt” with 
“Aster yellows.” The latter shows yellow or white spots on the plants which when badly infested shrivel up and fail 
to bloom. “Aster yellows,’ caused by leaf hoppers, is controlled by dusting the plants with 5 per cent D.D.T.

These beautiful flowers, from 4 to 5 inches across, have full heads of incurved petals and 18-inch stems 
and are produced in early September on plants 21% to 3 feet high. The keeping qualities are excellent, 


Branching. Each, pkt. 10c; 4oz. 45c; oz. 70c 
This superb strain forms strong, branching bushes, 21% to 3 feet high, bearing on long, strong stems 
their chrysanthemum-like, large, fluffy blooms, double to the center, of exquisite form and delicate 
color, and the petals broad and undulating. They bloom usually at their best during September. 
Azure-Blue, Crimson, Shell-Pink, Purple, Rose, White, and Mixed. 

Crego Improved, Mixed. Pkt. 10c; oz. 45c; oz. 70c 
Robust, branching plants 2 to 244 feet high, which bear, in mid-September, brilliant displays of large, double 


flowers with flat, curled petals. Very fine for cutting. The colors include Navy-Blue, Crimson, Orchid, Shell- 
Pink, Purple, Deep Rose, Dark Violet, White. 


Early Giant. Each, pkt. 15c; oz. 65c; Y4oz $1.10 
This new strain flowers in mid-August with huge, full-petalled Crego type flowers, often 4 to 5 inches 
across.

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BRACHYCOME 


Swan River Daisy. Most charming little annual flowers imaginable, and easy to grow in any soil.

The 10-inch plants, with finely laciniated foliage, are ideal for low borders. They bear a profusion of dainty flowers 
. resembling small cinerarias, held well above the foliage, in white and shades of blue.

Fine as a bedding plant, particularly in shade, where it will bloom all summer. For bedding start seed 
in February or early March, transplant to pots and set out in the garden beds in May.

Large, 5-petaled star-shaped flowers of bright ultramarine-blue on 10 to 12-inch very free-flowering plants. 
Viscosa compacta, Sapphire. Pkt. 25c; Z0z. 45c 


A more compact form with full foliage and small, pretty, dark blue flowers with white eye. Height 9 to 10 inches. 


CALENDULA 


Pot Marigold. One of the showiest hardy annuals, blooming from early summer until frost in any good 
garden soil. Sow the seed direct in the garden bed in April or May. For early flowering start the seed 
indoors in February or March and grow in a cool temperature with plenty of air in fairly rich soil.

CANDYTUFT 


These provide very attractive margins and edgings, and superb cut-flowers. A continuous supply 
may be grown by successive sowings, making the first outdoors in April where the plants are to bloom, 
thinning to stand 8 to 12 inches apart, allowing room for full development. They like rich soil and 
should be watered freely. They will bloom in about 8 weeks from sowing. Also see the Perennial List. 


Giant White Hyacinth-flowered. Pkt. 10c; Moz. 40c; oz. $1.10 
An extra-select free-blooming stra, with 18-inch branching plants, each branch terminating in an 
immense spike of snow-white florets. Best for cutting because of its branching habit and good stems. 


Dwarf Mixed Umbellata. Pkt. 10c; Voz. 35c; oz. 75c 
An especially fine strain with compact, uniform plants, 6 inches high, bearing quite large flower-umbels 
of umbrella form. These are unexcelled for bedding plants, and make admirable margins. 

Mammoth Umbellata, Mixed. Pkt. 10c; oz. 65c 


Extra-large flower umbels in carmine, lilac, flesh pink and white, on 12-inch branching plants. 


CARNATION 


These fine strains are classed as annuals, as they bloom the first year from seed. In favorable latitudes 
the plants will winter over if given protection, and will flower again the next season. If the seed is 
started between January and March indoors and transplanted to the garden in late May, at least 6 
inches apart, you will have blooms from early summer right up to frost. A sowing in April gives flowers, 
but not until fall. In the fall pot the plants and cut back, to bloom again indoors. 

Chabaud’s Giant Outdoor, Scarlet. Pkt. 15c; j50z. 45c; lgoz. $1.35 
These bloom in five months from the time the seed Is planted, and continue throughout the summer. They are of 


robust, upright form and 20 inches high, each plant with 10 to 20 stalks bearing huge, strongly clove-scented, 
double flowers of fine form. To get largest blooms allow only one bud to astem. Excellent for cutting. 


Chabaud’s Giant Outdoor Formula, Mixed. Pkt. 15c; ;;0z. 45c; Woz. $1.35 


CELOSIA 


The dwarf Cockscombs are very showy in the border, and the plumed, feathered varieties are especially 
attractive in large beds. All are useful for cutting and retaim their color even when dried. For the 
outdoor garden sow the seed May 15, in quite rich soil, and water freely. They bloom continuously 
from midsummer until frost. For early flowers start the seed indoors in March and transplant. 
Cristata, Dwarf Empress. Pkt. 10c; s40z. 25c; Yoz. 80c 
Cockscomb. Dwarf 10-inch plants with dark bronze foliage and enormous crimson heads like a cockscomb, 


Cristata, Dwarf Mixed. Pkt. 10c; #50z. 25c; M4oz. 80c 
Cockscomb. These dwarf, 1-foot plants are very uniform, bearing bright flowers In many colors, including crimson, 
rose, orange, gold and white. They are fine for borders and bloom all summer. 


Plumosa, Ostrich Plumed, Mixed. Pkt. 10c; oz. 35c; ae 65c 
These are handsome plants of symmetrical, pyramidal growth, 2 feet high, each branch topped with a richly colored 
plume. They make gorgeous displays in beds from July until September in crimson, fiery red, scarlet ae yellow.

All-America Winner. Of perfect pyramidal habit, 18 inches high, with center stalk and many side branches, each 
topped with a round, plumed flower-head of vivid, fiery scarlet.

These garden favorites are easily grown, require no care, and bloom continuously. Sow im the fall, 
direct in the garden bed, and thin out the following spring to stand at least 10 inches apart. These 
will give spring flowers. Or, seed can be sown in 2-Inch pots in February or March and set in the garden 
border in April. The seedlings do not like transplanting. Seed sown in the garden in April or May 
will produce flowers from summer to frost if the faded flowers are cut. 

Cyanus, Jubilee Gem. Pkt. 10c; Yoz. 45c 
All-America Winner. Compact 12-inch plants covered with flowers. The foliage, distinct from others, forms a 
bright green tuft, and the very double flowers are a deep intense blue. Excellent pot-plant for a cold greenhouse. 

Cyanus, Super-Giant. Each, pkt. 10c; MYoz. 25c; oz. 65c 


Cornflower. This is a perfected strain, with larger, more double and more vividly colored flowers on 
long stems, splendid for cutting on 3-foot plants. Blue Boy, cornflower blue; and Formula Mixed. 


Imperialis, Mixed. Pkt. 10c; oz. 40c; oz. $1.20 
Giant Sweet Sultan. These sweet-scented, large fluffy flowers on Jong stems above 214-foot plants 
are excellent for cut-flowers. They like a rich, loose soil and bloom from June through August. 
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CHRYSANTHEMUM 


Showy flowers of easiest culture and fine for cutting. Sow seed outdoors in May and thin plants to 
10 inches apart for bloom all summer. Pinch in early growth. For earlier flowers sow the seed 
indoors in March and transplant in May. For Hardy Varieties see Shasta Daisy in Perennial List. 
Coronarium, Double, Mixed. Pkt. 10c; Yoz. 20c; oz. 65c 


These make vigorous, rapid growth, beginning to bloom twelve weeks from seed. Strong, 3 to 4-foot plants, with 
very double, full-centered flowers, on long stems, in cream, lemon, buttercup, golden and bronzy yellow. 


Carinatum, Merry Mixed. ; _ Pkt. 10c; Moz. 45c; oz. $1.35 
In two months the 2-foot plants bear, on strong stems, a great profusion of daisy-like flowers, in entirely new 
color combinations with two zones of contrasting colors encircling the center disc. 


CLARKIA 


Very effective in the garden and for cutting. It does best where summers are not too hot, and thrives 
in poor, sandy or ashy soil in shady locations. Sow outdoors in April, or for earlier flowers start in 
March indoors in pots of poor soil, transferrmg in the pots to the garden bed in May. 

Elegans, Double, Mixed. Pkt. 10c; Yoz. 45c 


Long, graceful sprays of double flowers resembling cherry blossoms, coming in beautiful soft shades of many 
colors. The 2-foot plants make very attractive beds and if the sprays are cut before they mature they last well. 


CLEOME 


Spider Flower. An excellent background subject for the rear of the flower border or in bold groups. 


Giant Pink Queen. : ; Pkt. 15c; lgoz. 40c; Yoz. 65c 
All-America Winner. A new true pink variety blooming from June to frost from seed sown early. Free from insects 
and disease. Height 4 feet. 


COSMOS 


These beautiful, feathery-foliaged plants produce an abundance of artistic cut-flowers in summer and 
fall. They are easy to grow, preferring a rather light soil, and should be pinched back when a foot high 
to encourage branching. For early flowers, start the seed in March m a warm temperature. The 
seed may be sown in the open ground after warm weather sets in, thinning to allow ample room. 


Dwarf Early, Mixed. Pkt. 10c; Yoz. 25c; oz. 75c 
Large flowers, 3 inches across, on vigorous, 4-foot plants in July. The flowers rival the size of the 
late varieties, but mature more than four weeks earlier.

The 4-foot bushy plants are massed with double flowers, like anemone-flowered chrysanthemums, 114 to 2 inches 
across, in July.

All-America 1948. This new variety is the first bicolor Cosmos to be offered. The large flowers over 4 inches across 
have deep rose overlapping petals with a well-defined crimson center zone. 


Sensation, Mixed. Pkt. 10c; 14oz. 45c 
All-America Winner. These are huge flowers 4 to 5 inches across, in white, crimson and pink shades, with broad, 
heavy, fluted petals which slightly overlap. They are produced on Iong, strong stems in 10 weeks from seed, on 
heavily foliaged 4-foot plants. They should be spaced 3 feet apart and disbudded to produce largest flowers. 


CUPHEA 


Cigar Plant. Seed started indoors in March produces excellent plants for spring. ‘These set in the 
garden in May, are unexcelled for bedding and bloom throughout the summer. 
Avalon Hybrids. Pkt. 20c; 7; oz. 75c 


One of the newer season-long flowering annuals with curious butterfly-like flowers in lavender, lilac, pink, mauve, 
crimson, scarlet and white on 20-inch plants. 


CYNOGLOSSUM 


Chinese Forget-me-not. A showy, free-flowering annual of the easiest culture and very attractive. 


Firmament. Pkt. 10c; Yoz. 25¢; Yoz. 45c 
All-America Winner. A new dwarf type with bushy, compact, 15-inch plants smothered with bright, rich blue 
flowers throughout spring and summer. Excellent for cutting, for beds, and particularly for rock-gardens. 
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DAHLBORG DAISY Pkt. 15c; s0z. 55c; #¢0z. 95c 


An excellent new dwarf border annual. The thrifty 8-inch plants, 12 mches across, with finely cut foliage, are neat, 
uniform and attractive. They freely produce small, single, golden yellow, daisy flowers, well above the foliage, from 
spring continuously to frost. For spring bedding plants start the seed indoors early. It may also be sown outdoors 
in late April. The seed is of irregular, slow germination. Of great value for its earliness and long flowering period. 


DAHLIA 


These are easily raised from seed and will bloom the first year if sown indoors from February to March, 
and fine pot plants of Unwin’s may be grown for spring from seed started in January. The tubers 
may be divided and potted the second year in a cool greenhouse. 


Unwin’s XXX Dwarf Hybrids. Pkt. 15c; Moz. 55e: Voz. 95c 
An especially reselected strain with double and semi-double flowers in a great variety of colors: canary- 
yellow, scarlet, terra-cotta, crimson, lavender-pink, purple, maroon, buff, cream, white, etc. Produced 
in 3 months from seed on compact 2-foot plants. Seed sown indoors in March will grow blooming 
plants by the end of June. This is excellent for sprmg bedding. 


DIANTHUS 


Pinks. These are fine, strong, sturdy plants, bearing their exquisitely fragrant blooms through summer 
to frost. Sow seed outdoors in April as soon as ground can be worked, or for earlier flowers start seed 
indoors in February or March, and set out in the garden when frost is over. Have the plants stand at 
least 6 inches apart. They like a sunny location. For Hardy Varieties see Perennial List. 


Chinensis, Double Mixed. Pkt. 10c; Yoz. 40c; oz. $1.10 
China Pinks. Very double flowers of many bright colors, borne profusely in large clusters on strong, 18-inch plants. 
Double Fringed Japanese Pinks. Wonderful, Mixed. Pkt. 10c; Moz. 55c; oz. $1.65 


A very fine mixture of Double Fringed Japanese Pinks with large, double, deeply cut flowers on stiff, upright 
stems, ranging from white to purplish red on 12-inch plants. 


Heddensis, Mixed. Pkt. 15c; lgoz. 40c; Yoz. 65c 
A new tetraploid strain with the large open flowers of the Japanese Pinks and the strong ragued growth and long 
stems of Dianthus Chinensis. The well formed, 2-inch flowers are produced in large numbers on 16-inch stems fine 
for cutting.

Westwood Beauty. Pkt. 15c; Woz. 40c; oz. 65c 
All-America Winner, A beautiful new type with large single open, deeply Iactniated flowers, from ilg to 214 
inches across, in variable shades of crimson on unusually long stems, fine for cutting. Height 15 inches. 


DIDISCUS 


An easily grown annual which is excellent for cutting, blooming from July until frost. Start the seed 
indoors in March for earliest flowers, or sow outdoors in a well-prepared bed early in May. 


Czerulea. Pkt. 10c; Yoz. 45c 
Blue Lace Flower. Pale azure-blue, lace-like, umbel-shaped flowers on Iong stems, on free-flowering, 114-foot plants. 


DIMORPHOTHECA 


African Daisy. Interesting and attractive flowers which make very rapid growth and will bloom 
outdoors in six weeks from an April sowing. Blooms all summer if given a sunny location. 


Aurantiaca, Mixed. Pkt. 15c; 4oz. 35c; Moz. 60c 
Daisy-like flowers, 214 inches across, with dark centers and long narrow incurving petals, on thin 
wiry stems held above nice bushy plants, 12 to 15 inches tall. They last quite well as cut flowers.

Easily grown, gorgeous flowers which are ideal for beds, mass plantings and for 
cutting. If cut m bud they will open in water and will last longer. Sow the seed in April or May na 
sunny garden bed, and thin out seedlings to give ample room. They will bloom continuously from June 
until frost. An outdoor late fall sowing will provide earliest flowers the following spring.

Lorenziana, Double Mixed. Pkt. 10c; oz. 40c; oz. $1.10 


Bright, double ball-flowers in orange, yellow, red and rose shades. These 114-foot bedding plants 
freely produce the flowers from midsummer to frost, on fine stems. They stand drought well. 


GLOBE AMARANTH 


Gomphrena. A showy annual with clover-like heads from July until frost. Sow the seed outdoors in 
May in a sunny spot. Provides cut-flowers for bouquets and Everlasting Flowers for winter use. 
Dwarf Purple. : 5 __ Pkt. 10c; Yoz. 45c; oz. $1.35 
This is a dwarf strain freely produced on robust 6 to 8-inch plants, with strawy, clover-like, purple 

flower-heads. Fine in the dwarf border and rock-garden, but especially valuable for pot-culture. 


Purplish Red. x Pkt. 10c; Yoz. 25c; oz. 75c 
This is the best-known and perhaps most popular variety. The clover-like heads on 1-foot plants are red-purple.

GYPSOPHILA ELEGANS 


Baby’s Breath. Feathery panicles of small star flowers, gracefully borne on slender stems on 114-foot 
plants. They are excellent for cutting to mix with other flowers. Sow at intervals where intended to 
bloom and thin out the plants to permit full development. They are of easy culture, like a sunny, 
well-limed soil and bloom in six weeks. For Hardy Varieties see Perennial List. 


White Covent Garden Market, Reselected. Pkt. 10c; oz. 35c

To prevent aphis 
from coming on the plants, scatter a few moth balls on the ground below the plants.

Most plants are grown from seed sown 
in frames during July and August, transplanted later and wintered over with protection, to give full- 
flowering plants by the followmg May. If Pansy seed is sown in the garden bed in May, some beautiful 
flowers are produced on the plants by fall of the same year. They like a rich, loamy soil and full sun.

PETUNIA 


For a gorgeous display of color from early summer to frost, there is nothing to compare with the Pe- 
tunia. Thriving in most soils and under varied conditions, it gives more genuine satisfaction and plea- 
sure than any other flower. Petunias are ideal for many purposes—as bedding plants for edging; for 
color accents in the mixed border; for the rock-garden, window-boxes, and for pot culture. The many 
classes or types of this versatile flower have been improved to a high degree, and today there is no Jack 
of ideal varieties to suit each requirement. In January or February sow the seed of pot-plant varieties 
indoors to have flowering plants ready for spring. For well-grown spring bedding plants start the seed 
indoors in February or March. Don’t over-cover the seed, and 60 to 70-degree temperature gives the 
best germination. Transplant the seedlings to flats of fairly stiff soil and grow cool, on the dry side, 
and close to the glass. This avoids soft, overgrown plants. The Balcony and Bedding varieties may 
also be sown in May direct to the garden bed and thinned out to stand 10 to 12 inches apart. 


BALCONY 


This type has long, sprawling plants over 18 inches high, with single flowers 3 inches across. They 
are excellent for wmdow-boxes and where outdoor summer conditions are most trying.

AII like warm rich soil and a 
sunny location. Sow the seed outdoors after warm weather, and thin the plants out to allow room.

Seeds of Perennial Flowers 


‘The varieties of seed which we include in this section produce plants which live on from year to 
year, increasing in size and beauty with age. A few exceptions are the biennials listed, such as 
Campanula Medium, Digitalis, etc., which bloom the second year and then die. 


Perennials, used in permanent beds, come in a great variety of color and plant habit, ranging 
from the dwarf edging plants to the tall stately plants for backgrounds. They provide bloom 
from early spring to killing frost, and many show color before the annuals come to bloom. 


Culture. The seed is generally started outdoors from June to September, and the young plants are either set in 
their permanent places in the fall and given Jight protection the first season, or carried over the first winter in a cold- 
frame and set out the following spring. After that, all except the half-hardy varieties require little attention, except 
to keep the flowers cut to prevent the seed-pods from forming. Some are as easily raised from seed as annuals; quite 
a few may be forced; others make fine pot-plants and splendid cut-flowers. 


ACHILLEA 


Yarrow. Space 10 inches apart in not too rich soil in a sunny border. They are valuable for cutting.
